Judge Landis Refuses the 
Plea to Return Cap- 
tured Evidence. 


Federal Judge Landis late yesterday 
set the date for the trial of the indicted 
members of the I. W. W. for a week 
from tomorrow, Monday, April 1, at 11 
o'clock. The swift action no doubt 
came as a surprise to both the govern- 
ment and defense. In the course of 
a few minutes the following action 
was taken: 

Plea for neturn of papers to L. 
W. W. denied. 

Motion to quash indictments 
overruled. 

Seized papers ordered taken into 
custody of the court as evidence. : 

Access to seized papers by I. W. 
W. attorneys permitted in presence 
of United States marshal. 

Access by government attorneys, - 
same order. 

Date for trial set. 

Veniremen, 150 in number, or- 
dered to report, fifty on Monday,

Action Comes Promptly. -~ 

After Judge Landis had refused the 
petition of George W. Vanderveer, at- 
torney for the I. W. W., asking for the 
return of the tons of printed docu- 
ments, letters, and records seized from 
organization headquarters all over the 
United States, Mr. Vanderveer re- 
marked: | 

“I can conceive how this thing might 
drag along, keeping these men in jail 
possibly eighteen months. I can con- 
ceive how this might possibly be the 
government’s desire.” , 

“We can settle this right here,” said 
Claude Porter, special United States 
attorney general. “ The government is 
ready for trial.” ; 

“How would a week from next Mon- 
day suit you, gentlemen?” asked Judge 
Landis. Then he suggested that if 
both ='4des were eager for trial and 
chafing at QOeaay thev get together and | 
sweep all technicalities aSiae. .

Comment on Higher Court. 


In the morning when the matter first 
came up he remarked: 

“There wouldn’t be a question if it 
wasn’t for that institution called. the 
Court of Appeals: The Veeder war- 
rant was much stronger than this.

For the first time in the history of 
heavyweight boxing a championship 
bout‘ will be promoted by the cham- 
pion himself, according to all the dope 
of folks whose word is considered re- | 
liable. This champion-promoter is, 
Jess Willard, the man who copped the! 
title some three years ago by knock- | 
ing out the Negro Jack Johnson in 
Havana, Cuba. His opponent will be 
Fred Fuiton, the Minnesota giant. The 
bout is billed for July 4 with the place 
yet to be selected. 

The man who is making the match 
is Col. J. C. Miller of Oklahoma. While 

‘Hard does not come out openly and 
state that he is the promoter of this” 
argument with Fred Fulton, it is only 
necessary to call attention to his 
friendship with Co. Miller and to the 
statements he made only a short time 
ago that the next time he fought it 
would not be for “ The Forty Thieves.” 


Willard’s Break with Promoters. 


' What Willard meant by the “ Forty 
Thieves ” was the bunch of promoters 
who promoted the bouts in which he 
has contested. It will also be remem- 
bered that it was the champion who 
severed his contract with Jack Curley, 
Tom Jones, et al., some three months 
before such contracts expired. Judged 
by this kind of talk, Willard doesn’t 
care a great deal for promoters. 

Willard also made an effort to stage 
a contest a few weeks ago with Ful- 
ton or any one else, the plan being 
to give $100,000 to the National Red 
Cross society. The Red Cross declined 
to accept the offer. Jess at that time 
declared emphatically that the promot- 
er of that contest would be none other 
than Jess Willard, so taking every- 
thing into consideration it is hard to 
gee where any one other than the 
champion will be the promoter of the 
battle of July 4. 

Bout Barred from Oklahoma. 

The original intention, according to 
the best dope, is that the bout was to 
be held on 101 ranch in Oklahoma, op- 


erated by Col. Miller, but this plan is | 


knocked into a cocked hat, for the au- 
thorities of the state of Oklahoma 
didn’t allow the news of the matching 
of Willard and Fulton to become a 
day old before they announced that 
there was a law that would -prevent 
‘such a contest. 

That naturally puts it up to some 
other place to hold the contest. It is 
the general belief that the bout will 
be held at Denver, Colo. The reason 
is that it is not going to be a sched- 
uled twenty round bout, but practically 
a battle to a finish. There is a law 
in Colorado which permits bouts to 
‘tun as far as the century round.

HOW WE DO IT IN ILLINOIS. 


AST year, about this time, we pub- 

lished, in our Vox Pop, in Woods 

and Waters, a- letter from a 

sportsman who was righteously 
indignant on the woeful waste of fish 
practiced by market fishermen along 
the Illinois river, especially at Mere- 
dosia bay. 

About the same time, Gov. Lowden, 
having apolished the old commission 
form of administrating the fish and 
game laws, appointed a new chief fish 


‘tand game warden, Ralph Bradford of 


Pontiac. 

Then right away things began to 
haspen. One of the first things the 
reav warden did was to go to Meredosia’ 
and hold a powwow with the market 
fishermen there. He pointed out the 
folly of killing hundreds of immature 
fish to market one good one, preached 
the sermon of the goose that lays the 
golden egg and all that sort of thing. 
The fishermen, however, cocked their 
weather eyes to the sky, squirted a 
stream of tobacco juice into the river, 
and reckoned that they knew their 
business and that they had their rights. 

A few days later these same fisher- 
men woke up and found that the new 
warden knew his rights, too. He had 
posted, as the law empowers him to do, 
the entire bay as a fish preserve. Now, 
a fish preserve in Illinois is waters set 
aside for breeding. Hook and line fish- 
ing is permitted under certain restric. 
tions, but nets and seines are barred. 

z& * . 


Of course, the fishermen down Mere- 
dosia way were slightly irritated by 
this unheard-of action. and said so 
most emphatically, but today Mere- 
dosia bay is what nature intended it 
to be—a breeding ground for fresh 
water fishes, one of the greatest in the 
world, in fact. We venture the guess 
that the fishermen of Meredosia will 
some day be glad all this happened, for 
the fish preserve idea is based on 
sound business principles. 

Chicago complicates the problems of 
the fish and game department.. In 
this city there are a number of storage 
and provision men and restauranteurs 
who will run almost any risk to pro- 
vide their boob patrons with something 
outlandish and “ extra delicatessen ” in 
the way of foodstuffs. The amount of 
fish and game shipped into Chicago il- 
legally and seized by the department 
is amazing. One seizure last fall 
amounted to more than $1,000 worth 
of game. Among it we noted the fol- 
lowing: Three deer, six barrels of 
wild geege, one box of woodcocks, 
thirty boxes of Mongolian pheasants, 
two barrels of mallards, seven boxes of 
quail, eight barrels of ptarmigan. 

The ingenuity these people bring into 
on rivals the exploits of “ Slippery

cent tub of “butter” may contain a 
thin crust of the dail¥ spread, the bal- 
ance dressed’ quail. A barrel of “ Illi- 
nois river sunfish” may consist of two

The operators of this underground 
railroad for illegal fish and game take 
desperate chances. One gang had been 
caught and punished until they prom- 
ised to be During the big bliz 
zard in January they suffered a re- 
lapse. They gathered, along the river, 
2,500 pounds of black bass, the sale of 
which is illegal in Illinois, loaded them 
into a motor truck and headed for 
Quincy. They ‘werw overtaken, placed 
under arrest, and the fish confiscated. 

The storm forced the wardens and 
their prisoners to put up at a farm- 
house. During the night the enter- 
prising fish merchants got up and stole

property. This and several similar. in- 
cidents have made the black bass in- 
dustry in Illinois to be looked upon as 
an “unhealthy” business. Wardens 
have seized more than twenty tons of 
illegal fish in the Chicago district alone 
since Jan. 1. . | 

The enforcement of the laws is not 
the only duty of a modern fish and 
game department. There is the eco- 
nomic side to be considered. In other 
words, our old enemy, High Cost 0’ 
Living, must be beaten, Illinois is do- 
ing great work along these lines. Here 
is just one little example of how red 
tape has been eliminated: A few weeks 
ago the department seized 700 rabbits 
in South Chicago. The warden in- 
serted an advertisement in one of the 
local papers offering a rabbit to any 
poor person who called, It took ten 
minutes to dispose of these rabbits, 
showing, among other things, that it 
pays to advertise! . : 

* * 

Seining operations are now under 
way on the Fox river. Carp, suckers, 
redhorse, garfish, buffalo, and dogfish 
will be sold at 6 cents a pound on the 
river bank to those who will come and 
take them away. Fish not sold there 
will be sent to Chicago and marketed 
at a price fixed by the department. 
The Fox lake region will be visited 
next by the seining crews. All game 
fish, of course, will be returned to the 
water, although we would suggest that 
some of those overgrown. pike and 
“pickerel,” that seldom rise to a lure, 
be removed permanently on account of 
the fish they destroy. Wolf lake is to 
be seined jointly by Illinois and Indi- 
ana, the coarse fish being sold at South 
Chicago and vicinity, and the lake then 
stocked with game fishes by both 
states. 

Meanwhile, Lake Michigan has not 
been neglected. A few weeks ago 
5,000,000 husky young whitefish and 
1,500,000 lake trout fry were planted off 
Waukegan. In addition to this, 800.000 
young bass will be taken soon from 
the Spring Grove hatchery and planted 
in the lakes and streams.

Last year I was referee of the Cor- 
nell-Michigan game at Ann Arbor. 
Gardner was captain of the Camp Cus- 
ter eleven a short distance away. I 
had met Gardner in 1907 when the In.-, 
dians played Chicago. Last fall was 
the first time I had seen him since the 
Maroon game. After the struggle 
Gardner came to my ré6om at the hotel! 
and we started to talk over old times. 

Gopher-Indian Game Recalled. 

In 1907 Carlisle played Minnesota 
at Minneapolis in one of the hardest 
fought games on the schedule for both 
teams. It was either team’s game 
until the final whistle blew. The Red. 
skins trotted off the field_on the long 
end of a 12 to 10 score, but there were 
several plays in that game executed 
by the Indians which were contrary to 
the rules, | 

I saw the game, and, remembering 
one of the plays, I asked Gardner about 
it. After hearing his story, I was con- 
vinced one had been put over on Coach 
Williams of the Gophers and that Min- 
nesota should have been the victor in- 
stead of Carlisle. . 


Gardner Remembers Trick. 


“Say, Birdie, do you remember that 
play in which you received a forward 
pass from Mount Pleasant and scored 
a touchdown?” I asked. 

“Remember it. I should say I do,” 
he answered. 


“JI don’t think you were on the end 


of the line, and I know you wee not 
eligible to receive the pass as a back- 
field player,” I replied. | 

“Well, Bckie, as long as you re. 
member the play, I will explain it, but, 
mind you, I have not told any one else 
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about it,” he said. “It was tlie way: 
We had a formation called right. 
I played left end and naturalty shifted 
to the right side of the line. Exen- 
dine, the right end, moved out and I 
dropped in between the tackle and Ex- 
endine. You will see I was not eligible 
to receive the pass. 
How Trick Was Worked. 


“On this play I was delegated to 
take off the defensive full back and 
Exendine was to catch the pass. As I 
was going down the field, after getting 
by the secondary defense, I looked 
around to see if the ball had been 
thrown. As I did so the ball was com- 
ing straight toward me. If! had not 
caught it it would have hit me. Well, 
I caught it, straightarmed Capron, 
and ran thirty-five yards for a touch- 
down. That’s what I call putting one 
over on Williams.” 

The Indians are known to be hard 
tacklers. It is the first lesson in foot- 
ball they require at Carlisle. Any play- 
er who misses a tackle in an important 
game receives severe criticism from 
the coach and is given extra drill in, 
tackling the dummy and tackling 
under punts. 

I saw Walter Steffen, now a Chicago 
alderman, after the Carlisle game in 
1907 and asked him how hard they 
hit. He replied: : 
“They hit so hard they make your 

bones rattle. I never was tackled so 
hard in my career as I was by Gardner 
and Exendine.” 


‘That Game at Detroit. 


Shortly after the Cornell-Michigan 
‘garfie Gardner’s team from Camp Cus- 
ter played a game in Detroit. I acted 
as referee of the contest, which gave 
every indication df being one of those 
games in which the players were gojng 
to use tactics other than those gov- 
erned by the rules. | 

Zefore the contest I told Gardner 
and the captain of the other team that 
any rough play, slugging, or malicious 


intent to injure players would not be | 


tolerated. They agreed to pluy strictly 
within the rules. The game went along 
smoothly until one of the soldier play- 
ers was hurt after a tackle out of 
bounds. 

“We'll not stand for that, Mr. Ref- 
eree,” shouted Gardner. “If they want 
to play rough we will give it to them. 
And that goes for any of them.” 


Soldiers Take the Offensive. 


Shortly afterward Camp Custer got 
the ball before the first play was 
called. Gardner called the players back 
of the line for a conference. 

* Pull me bdck to full back and shoot 
me at that big fellow,” Gardner or- 
dered. 

The play was pulled and Gardner 
drove his head into the stomach of the 
big fellow with so much force the 
player had to leave the game. Gardner 
stayed at full back until he carried the 
ball twenty yards through every spot 
in the opposing line, and with such 
force the other players stopped their 
tactics when they saw Gardner meant 
business. 


Born in North Dakota. 
Gardner was born in Grand Forks, 
YN. D. After leaving Carlisle he went 
to Dickinson law school. In 1908 he 
coached the Du Pont Manual Training 
school in Louisville. In 1909 he prac- 
titced law in Kentucky, but followed 
coaching as a side line until 1916, 
when he entered the employ of the 
Ford Motor company as a member of 
the law department. 

When war was declared Gardner 
joined the first officers’ training camp 
at Fort Sheridan. He received a cap- 
tain’s commission and passed the best 
physical test in the camp. He was se- 
lected last fall for an end position of 
Walter Camp’s honorary ali-service 
eleven.

In order to capture the jack of 
hearts, it became necessary for west 
to shorten his trumps so that he would 
not be obliged to lead up to south at 
the end of the deal.

The large stores of grains suitably 
‘situated for transportation we must 
look at as great patriotic capital, small 
part of which is to be diverted to our 
use if we can help it. In all our at- 
tempts at conservation there seems to 
be a need of a better grasp of the idea 
that it is highly legitimate to use small 
and local- supplies, though théy come 
‘under some generai restriction that 
was made to protect bulky supplies of 
the same class. 

Under present conditions jt hardly 
seems worth while for us to try to 
learn to make breads with some of the 
wheat flour substitutes now in use, 


because today the part of the world 
‘that is benefited by our conservation 
efforts needs any cereal it can get 
. when no wheat is to be had. This con- 


| dition does not seem to apply to corn- 


meal, which does not ship well, nor to 
‘barley, which is practically a local sup- 
‘ply. With it we may make small cakes 
and loaf cake without ,the addition of 
‘any wheat at all; therefore to learn to 
'yse it to as Jarge an extent as we can 
‘{s patriotic. Rye meal and flour are also 
local, and probably today we need al- 
most as much to conserve them as 
wheat itself. 
Flour Substitute Needed. | 

Today it looks as though the honor 
and the glory in this conservation work 
may be for those who find some sub- 
stitute for wheat fidur other than the 
cereal products, but something that 
has equal food value and is of the same 
fundamental nature. Whatever this 
product is, or these products are, @ con- 
siderable per cent of them must be 
available for bread and cake making.

the world ground corn and wheat and 
other food seeds between two stones 
and made breads of them seems one 


of the great proofs of the triumph of 


mind over matter. Not only have 
primitive peoples got bread from the 
food seeds by the most ingenious meth- 
ods, but they have also taken the 
starchy roots of plants and made 
bread of them. There is quite a list of 
these breads to their credit. 

Our botanists can tell us of a goodly 
number of sources of starch that have 
never yet been utilized as food, but un- 
doubtedly might be, just as the vegeta- 
ble oils are today coming into vogue 
as great foods. To utilize these on a 
commercial scale will not be immediate- 
ly possible, but there are common 
household ways of utilizing such sup- 
plies so’as to extend our legitimate 
supply of precious wheat flour. In 
the end the world should be the richer 
for every success we make. 

,A common hand mill is of invaluable 
aid when we would pulverize a pulver- 
izable product, and by this method 
we may often change the character of 
a product incaleulably. When a floury 
oatmeal is not obtainable we may put 
our rolled oats through such a mill, 
and use it like graham or whole wheat 
in bread making.

“Jt is a matter of record 
that army officials have often disregarded the 
warnings and advice of army surgeons, not because | 
of military necessity, but beeause of negligence, 
inattention, or worse. The medical officer, more 
often than not, was a nuisance until the men were 
on the point of death. During the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war the recommendations of the army sur- 
geons were repeatedly ignored, with the result that 
thousands of men died from disease to every one 
that died from wounds. The British commission 
that investigated the Mesopotamia fiasco attributed 
fhat failure in a large measure to a similar disre- 
gard of medical considerations.

RENTING AGENTS 


Doubling Up of Families 
One Result of the 
High Costs. 


The multitude of abnormal! and dis- 
¢urbing conditions resulting from the 
Se war have given to the renting situa- 
ia. tion for the coming year many inter- 
i esting features. For instance, despite 
the tremendous slump in apartment 
house construction during the last 
year, it is asserted by many brokers 
that the doubling up of families inct- 
dent to their heads going to war, as 
well as the general disposition to econ- 
omize in order to meet the greatly in- 
creased cost of everything, has very 
largely offset this lack of building. 

A brief summary of the situation, as 
cathered from leading renting agen- 
cies, is something like this: 


While there probably will be some; 
evening up of rents, there is not likely | 


to be any general advance, with the 
probable exception of the cheaper 
apartments, renting, say, from $35 to 
$45 a month. Tenants, hdwever, will 
he expected to moderate their demands 
fer ‘the ysual spring decorations. 
Expensive Flats. to Slump. 

There is said to be a marked falling 
off in the demand for the higher 
priced apartments. 

The rebating of rents is said to 
have practically been done away with. 

As the result of the winter's experi- 
ence in a coal way, there is said to 
be a largely increased d for 
houses, people seeming to prefer a 
certain heated house to an tincertaip 
heated flat. 

‘There is every prospect of consider- 
able lees moving this spring. than 
usual, although many tenants are said 
to be holding off from signing up. 

Many agents are advising tenants to 
make two and even three year leases, 
with the statement that with the pros- 
pective sharp curtailment of building 
operations during the next one or two 
vears and the high cost of the same, 
there is certain to follow a sharp ad 
vance in rents. 

Forecast in Error. 

People generally have been given to 
believe that with the big slump in flat 
construction, together with the greatly 
increased cost of operation and mainte- 
nance of apartment buildings, a gen- 
eral advance in rents this spring was to 
be expected. The fact; however, that. 
the city has been much everbuilt in a 
fiat way, together with the doubling 
up of families and other economies 
noted, have kept the supply fully up 
to the demand, although there uwun- 
doubtedly has been a considerable 
absorption of vacant space.
